"As presently operated," Ditter de- 
clared, "the system provides for tho 
annual dismissal from the service of 
a group of officers against whom no 
chaises whatever have been lodged 
and whose physical and mental abili- 
ties qualify them for continued ser- 
vice." 

"The men so retired receive an an- 
nual retirement pay averaging $2900 
for each man, which continues through I 
life even though no further service is j 
rendered the Government." \

than 1400 officers of the line will have' 

been retired through this system.
